Federal Income Taxes in 1944 


[ A NYONI WHO FILES a federal income tax 


return in 1944 must contend with the most 
complex income tax law that Congress has 
ever passed. It is the Current Tax Pay- 
ment Act of 1943. The following discus- 
sion limits itself briefly to some of the prin- 
cipal features of the Act as they apply to 
individual income taxes on a calendar year 
basis. Many details and exceptions are 
omitted.

instructions accompanying the 

forms will aid materially in 
their preparation. ‘There will be many per- 
plexed taxpayers, however, who should 
seek the advice of an income tax consultant 
or make inquiry at the proper federal 
office. Any postmaster or banker should 
be able to give the location of such an 
ofice. The writer is not prepared to answer 
inquiries about income tax matters. 

Persons Who Must File Returns. The 
following individuals must file federal in- 
come tax returns: 

(1) A single person, or a married per- 
son not living with husband or wife, whose 


gross taxable income for the year was $500 
or more; 
(2) A married person living with hus- 


wife for the entire taxable year, 
taxable income for the year, 
combined with that of the spouse, was 
$1,200 or more. (Separate returns or a 
joint return may be filed.) 

Any individual who has a victory tax 
gross income in excess of $624 for the year 
must file a victory tax return. This return 
will be a part of the federal income tax 
return, but may be required when no fed- 
eral income tax is payable. For example, 
ifa married man living with his wife earns 
S900 a year and the family has no other 
income, he will not pay a federal income 
tax, but he must file a victory tax return 
and pay the victory tax on his income in 
excess of $624. 

Provisions for Members of Armed Forces. 
If members of the armed forces are serving 
outside the continental United States or 
on sea duty, the due date for filing returns 
and making payment of tax is the fifteenth 
day of the fourth month following return 
to the United States or the fifteenth day of

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the third month following the month in 
which the war ends, whichever is the 
earlier. Filing dates for servicemen and 
servicewomen in this country and for civil- 
ian taxpayers are identical. Special relief 
is afforded members of the armed forces 
whose 1942 income tax was greater than 
their 1943 tax. 

In addition to the credit of $500 for a 
single person or $1,200 for husband and 
wife or for the head of a family, plus the 
proper credit for dependents, which all 
taxpayers may claim, the pay received for 
active service by a member of the armed 
forces during the present war is exempt 
from tax to the extent of $1,500. Amounts 
contributed by the government to a service- 
man’s family allowance are in the nature 
of gifts and should not be included in 
income. 

Tax Forms to be Used. Individuals who 
must file federal income tax returns will 
use either Form 1040 or Form 1040A. Every 
one who paid an income tax last year will 
presumably receive one or both of these 
forms by mail, but failure to receive a form 
does not excuse the taxpayer from making 
a return. He may obtain the proper form 
from a local internal revenue agent, or 
from the nearest office of a collector of 
internal revenue. 

Form 1040 must be used if gross income 
was more than $3,000. It must also be 
used even if gross income was $3,000 or 
less if income includes any item other 
than salary, wages, other compensation for 
personal services, dividends, interest, or 
annuities. It may be used if the taxpayer 
prefers, even when Form 1040A might be 
chosen. 

Form 1040A, the optional form, simpli- 
fies the work required to prepare a tax 
return. It may be used instead of Form 
1040 only if gross income was not more 
than $3,000 and consisted entirely of sal- 
ary, wages, other compensation for per- 
sonal services, dividends, interest, or an- 





nuities. However, the taxpayer whose al- 
lowable deductions for contributions, inter- 
est, taxes, etc., are unusually large may find 
that his tax is higher when he uses the 
optional form than it is if he uses Form 
1040. It is generally advisable, therefore, 
to compute the tax according to both forms 
and file the one requiring the lower 
amount. 

Returns of Husband and Wife. A hus- 
band and wife may make a joint return or 
separate returns. They may file a joint re- 
turn on Form 1040A if their combined 
gross income was not more than $3,000 and 
consisted entirely of salaries, etc., as listed 
above. They may file separate returns on 
Form 1040A if the gross income of each 
was not more than $3,000 and consisted 
entirely of the items listed above. Separate 
returns sometimes affect an income tax 
saving. If husband and wife file separate 
returns, they must both file the same form 
number, either Form 1040 or Form 1040A. 


Tax Rates on 1943 Income. When an 
individual computes the federal tax on his 
1943 income according to Form 1040, he 
must take into consideration three taxes, 


namely normal tax, surtax, and victory 


tax. On Form 1040A the normal tax and 
surtax are combined. The normal tax rate 
is 6% of the “balance subject to normal 
tax.” Surtax rates are 13% of the first 
$2,000 of surtax net income, 16°% of the 
next $2,000, and increasing rates on higher 
amounts until the maximum of 82% is 
applied on surtax net incomes in excess 
of $200,000. The victory tax rate is 5% 
of victory tax net income, less a credit 
(within specified maximum amounts) of 
25% of the tax for a single person or 40% 
for a married person or the head of a 
family and 2% for each dependent. 
Remainder Due on 1942 Tax. Federal 
income taxes due from individuals on 1942 
incomes were “forgiven” in part by the 
1943 law. Payments on the 1942 tax made 
in 1943 are treated as payments on the 1943 
tax. If the 1943 tax is smaller than the 
1942 tax, the difference must be added to 
the 1943 tax. In addition, the unforgiven 
part of the 1942 tax must be computed. 
This is done by taking as a base the 1942 
tax or the 1943 tax, whichever is smaller. If 
the amount is $50 or less, it is entirely for- 
given. If the amount is more than $50, 


either $50 or 75% of the amount, which- 
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ever is larger, is the forgiven part of th 
tax. The unforgiven remainder is payabk 
in two installments on March 15, 1944, anj 
March 15, 1945. 

Estimate of Tax on 1944 Income. Ong 
before March 15, 1944, an individual muy 
file a declaration of estimated tax for th 
year 1944 if his income for either 1943 q 
1944 will bring him within any one of th 
following groups: (a) gross wages subjea 
to withholding amounting to more tha 
$2,700 if single or $3,500 if married; (b 
gross income of more than $100 froy 
sources other than wages and also grog 
income of $500 or more from all sources j 
single or more than $624 each for husbaiy 
and wife or $1,200 or more for husban 
and wife together. This estimated tax j 
payable in quarterly installments. Ay 
amended estimate may be made in am 
quarter if the amount is too large or to 
small. Special provisions apply to a farmer 
who may file his declaration of estimated 
tax as late as December 15. 

Time of Filing and Payment of Tax 
Federal income tax returns made on th 
basis of the calendar year 1943 and declara 
tions of estimated taxes for 1944 must b 
filed on or before March 15, 1944. At th 
time of filing, the taxpayer must pay th 
remaining unpaid balance of the following 
amounts: (1) normal tax, surtax, and vic 
tory tax, (2) at least 50% of the unforgiver 
part of the 1942 tax, and (3) at least 25' 
of the unpaid balance reported on_ the 
declaration of estimated tax for 1944. The 
taxpayer can determine his tax liability for 
March 15 by totaling the above taxes ané 
deducting the following payments alread) 
made on his account in 1943: (a) income 
and victory tax withheld by employer, (b) 
income tax paid on 1942 income, and ( 
tax paid on 1943 income on account 0 
declaration of estimated tax. If the 1943 
payments on a taxpayer's account exceed 
his total taxes due March 15, the overpay 
ment may be refunded. 

Unless a duly authorized official is avail 
able locally to accept a return and declara 
tion of estimated tax, the taxpayer should 
mail the forms, with a check for the amount 
due, to the collector of internal revenue for 
the district in which the taxpayer's legal 
residence is located. 

Suggestions for Reduction of 1943 I” 
come Tax. When preparing an_ income 
tax return, great care should be exercised 
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o exclude all tax-exempt income and re- 
ort all allowable deductions. Printed in- 
structions for Form 1040 list a number of 
items of income exempt from tax, such as 
tax-free interest on government obligations, 
proceeds of certain insurance policies, and 
sifts and inheritances. ‘The instructions 
also give some explanation of various de- 
ductions under the headings of contribu- 
tions, interest, taxes, losses, medical ex- 
yenses, and other deductions. Additional 
miscellaneous expenses such as the follow- 
ing are deductible: 
Railroad fare expended in traveling 
from place of regular employment to 
place of temporary employment at 
summer school 
Traveling expenses, including meals 
and lodging, for professor tutoring in 
another city 
Traveling expenses of teacher on sab- 
batical leave who receives compensa- 
tion while engaged in required trav- 
eling 
Amount paid substitute by regular 
teacher 
Traveling expenses incurred in at- 
tending scientific and professional so- 
ciety meetings 
Dues paid to professional societies 
Subscriptions to technical magazines 
Depreciation of professional library 
and professional equipment owned 
Depreciation and operating expenses 
of automobile to the extent used for 
business and professional purposes. 
Ordinary personal, living, or family ex- 


t 


g, 
penses may not be deducted. Examples of 
nondeductible expenses are: living expenses 
either at home or when one’s position re- 
quires him to live away from home, ex- 
penses of moving one’s family, traveling 
expenses going to and from work, life in- 
surance premiums, upkeep of a pleasure 
automobile, expenses incurred in attend- 
ing school, expenses incurred in seeking 
employment (but employment agency fees 
are deductible) . . 
General Remarks. A taxpayer should 
keep records or memoranda of income and 
€xpenses to substantiate figures on his in- 
come tax return in case the government 
ever questions them. Usually it is advis- 
able to make a full disclosure of any doubt- 
lul item, giving reasons for not including 
itin the return. A taxpayer should collect 
his information early enough to enable 
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him to file his tax returns in ample time. 
Severe penalities are imposed for failing 
to file a required return, for late filing, and 
for filing a false or fraudulent return. 

Approximately fifty million people will 
make income tax returns in 1944. If they 
would say to their congressmen in no un- 
certain-terms that they want a simpler form 
of income tax law, something would soon 
be done in this direction.

Anybody could 
see he wasn’t no foreman—he was a natural 
born teacher—the kind you hope your own 
kids run into in school.

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‘TEACHERS SALARIES 

The average salary of rural teachers in Missouri for last school year was $697— 
for all teachers in the State $1241. 

How can we expect to attract to and retain in teaching, even in normal times, 
the most desirable type of individual with salaries such as these. 

It is significant to note that teachers salaries last year had increased 4.6 per 
cent over the pre-war year 1939-40, while the cost of living had gone up 25, to 
go per cent for the same period.

CONTINUING CONTRACT LAW 

House Bill No. 63, enacted by the last session of the General Assembly, pro- 
vides that public school teachers in Missouri shall be notified in writing by April 
15 regarding reemployment for another year. If a teacher does not receive a 
written notification by April 15 of reemployment or dismissal, the teacher is 
automatically reemployed on the same terms as provided under the old contract, 
and not later than the first day of May the Board shall present to the teacher 
not so notified a regular contract the same as if the teacher had been regularly 
reemployed. Any teacher who shall have been informed of reelection by written 
notice or tender of a contract shall within fifteen days thereafter present to the 
Board a written acceptance or rejection of the employment tendered; and failure 
of the teacher to present such acceptance within such time shall constitute a re- 
jection of the Board’s offer. Any contract given a teacher may be terminated at 
any time by mutual consent of the teacher and the Board.

It has a successful school 
program according to those who are ac- 
quainted with its many activities. The pro- 
gressive little school might attribute its 
success to the cooperative leadership ex- 
pressed through the teacher, the school 
board and the county superintendent of 
schools. Here is a rural school that ac- 
tually serves as a focal point of interest 
and activities for the children and patrons 
of the district. The school has expanded 
from a small one-room frame _ building 
located on one acre of ground to a two- 
story building located on a two-acre site. 
The present building was constructed in 
1924. 

The school site is ideal for a school 
building. It is located on the corner of 
two main traveled, all-weather roads. The 
building itself is of brick construction, de- 
signed by a competent architect. It 
measures twenty-one feet by thirty-two 
feet with a full basement. The basement 
provides a storage room on one side and 
a coal bin on the other. A roofed front 
porch adds a homely air to the environ- 
ment. Concrete steps and sidewalks lead 
from the front of the basement entrance 
to the road on either side of the school 
yard. Flowers and shrubbery may be seen 
in season beside the porch steps. 


The building is lighted throughout by 
electricity. Both stories of the building are 
heated by a modern coal air furnace in- 
stalled only last year. 

The building provides modern sanita- 
tion for its pupils with indoor toilets and 
separate cloak rooms for boys and girls. 

Many of these conveniences are made pos- 
sible by the cooperation of the parents 
and patrons of the district through an ac- 
tive P. T. A. organization. The P. T. A. 
was organized in 1923 before the new 
building was erected. Through the efforts 
of this organization there was constructed 
a concrete walk and a concrete wall along 
the front and sides of the building. The 
P. T. A. has made it possible for the school

to have a piano, victrola, window shades 
and equipment in the kitchen for a hot 
lunch program. 

The P. T. A. meetings are held month- 
ly in the evenings so the men in the dis- 
trict may attend and partake in the social 
activities. The -patrons learn much in this 
way of the needs of the school financially 
and also become acquainted with the prob- 
lems of the teacher and pupils. 


School Activities 


Even in these days of rationed gasoline 
and tires the patrons of Terrill school dis- 
trict are still willing to furnish their cars 
for the transportation of the school chil- 
dren. There are a number of good singers 
and entertainers among the pupils. ‘They 
furnish entertainment for churches, teas, 
civic organizations and other schools in 
the surrounding territory. ‘They have a 
three-piece band that is ready to render 
service at any time. Patrons of the dis- 
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trict take time out of their busy hours to 
sponsor three parties each year for the 
school children and one picnic is given 
for them each spring. 

The driving force in this school dis- 
trict as in any other progressive school 
enterprise is the teacher. Mr. John Long 
has furnished the inspiration and guidance 
for Terrill School since 1937. He is now 
finishing his forty-first year of continuous 
service as a rural teacher. Mr. Long started 
to school when he was five years old and 
has been in school either as a student or 
a teacher ever since. How long? He still 
just puts one candle on his birthday cake. 

After finishing grade school he attended 
the Old Prairie Academy one year and the 
Pritchett College one year. With the ex- 
ception of two summers spent in Kansas 
City University, all of his college and high 
school work has been done at Kirksville 
College, where he was granted a 60 hour 
life certificate. 

Mr. Long takes pride in the fact that 
he still attends all teachers meetings and 
keeps his work up to date and sends his 
graduates into high school well prepared. 
He has always been a member of the Mis- 
souri State ‘Teachers Association. 


He has never lost a pupil by accident 
or sickness while they were enrolled in his 
school. Sickness has never bothered Mr. 
Long to any great extent. He has been 
absent only one day of school in all his 
teaching career. 

Mr. Long has watched quite a transition 
in the size of rural schools from the time 
he began teaching. His first school en- 
rolled sixty-eight pupils, his last one seven- 
teen. The first school had pupils in the 
first grade from five to nine years of age 
and pupils in the eighth grade ranged 
from sixteen to twenty-two years of age. 

Board of Education 

With one exception the Terrill board 
of education has been the same for the 
last seven years. ‘The exception was caused 
by one board member moving out of the 
district. The board holds monthly meet- 
ings and keeps accurate and complete min- 
utes. There has never been a two and one 
vote. Every question is discussed and when 
it comes to a vote it is unanimous—either 
for or against. The board of education 
knows the value of furnishing good equip- 
ment for the teacher and pupils to work 
with. The district votes a 65 cent levy for 
teacher and incidental purposes.

THE EDUCATIONAL ROLL-BACK 





Ebucarion IS UNDERGOING a roll-back in several well-defined 
areas in Missouri. . 

The teaching faculty in Missouri’s public schools continues : 
to be drained off at an alarming rate and the prospects are not i 
brighter. 

How to find and develop new teachers to fill the many more 
vacant chairs at teachers’ desks in 1944 and how to hold the good | 
teachers now in service is the number one problem. The theme song 
of superintendents is fast becoming “My Kingdom for a Teacher.” 





Qualifications of teachers have been rolled back. Teachers | 
lacking adequate professional training are entering the classroom. 
Emergency certificates have been issued by the thousands. 


One of the most alarming developments is the decline of teacher 
education. Teacher training institutions are enrolling only about 
40 per cent (not including military students) as many students as_ | 
were enrolled in 1940-41. This loss of new intake will have a pro- 
nounced effect. An improved program of teacher recruitment needs 
to be initiated at once. 


Pupils that should be in school are no longer there. They are 
working; allowing the most precious years of their life to be de- 
voted to earning a few dollars instead of preparing to live a life of 
usefulness for years to come. Quitting school for the purpose of 
working may not be aiding the war effort. Colonel Hans C. Adam- 
son of the Army Air Forces who drifted on a rubber raft in the 
Pacific for three weeks with Captain Eddie Rickenbacker recently 
stated, “It must be understood that Japan is running out of brain- 
power, not manpower. The faulty Japanese school system is going 
to defeat that nation. We must strengthen our educational program. 
Boys must be kept in school until they are at least 18.”
